Hill, Dt iiiocnir, based upou 
the vote of NfW \ oi k city and Brook- 
lyu complt ti! iiiul n turns from more 
tbnu unt'-hidf uf the clectiM diatflot* 
above the llarlcia river. 

The total voto tor liie two Ifudiiij? 
candidates in considerably in excons of 
tliat polled for Flower and I'lwsetl for 
governor iu 1891, in addition to wiiidi 
are the voti's cast this year for Everett 
P. Wheeler, ludopend'i'ut I)oiiioc:rat, 
which will exceed ^0,00). The trfiuen- 
dooD Repnblicau sweep iu the city and 
•tate, it is estimated, nas elected 2:i Ke- 

gibUoan ooQgressmeu, a gain of 8 over 
e pk'6Mat representation in congress. 
It wai the ezpresbed belief of thoee 
who were coudoctiug the campaign for 
tlia Democrats in the stau^ that depre- 
dated majorities below the Uailom for 
the party there would be offset by iu- 
otvaaed majorities above the nver'u 
bank for the Democracy. The most 
sanguine expected that the Democratic 
party, with Senator Hill at its heiul, 
womd show recnperation from the vote 
given for Maynard in 1893. luplocaof 
anticipated results comes a sweep of 
such proportions and from vrary 
quarter beyond the highest claims made 
by the Republicans. 

Ftom pluralities ranging; from 85,000 
to 120.000 in the district below Harlem 
for the Democratic party, the B«pnb- 
Ucan party tarns the city Tote into ao,- 
000 plarality for its state candidates. 
In aU the Democrats' estimates given 
on the eve of eiectiou it was contended 
that the Democratic plurality below the 
Harlom would be at least 85,(X)0.

The vole 111 Albany county was one 
of the many .surprises of the election. 
For yours Albany county, on state or 
uatioiiul issues, has been looked upon as 
a reliunle l>eino<'ratic stron^fiiold, fjood 
for fnnn 1,000 to 2,000 DeuuKTutic iiia- 
joritv. The Democratic mana^'ers, in 
view qf this fiu'.r, and that it is al>o tlie 
home of Senator Hi!!, looked for a ma- 
jority uot liv^s than 2,500. They felt 
couhdent ili.it Senator Hill could bo 
given a handsome vote, as Judt-Hs May- 
uard carried the county by a normal 
Democratic majority, uotwithstaudiug 
the Kopublican trend in other portions 
of the state.

The results of the sweeping victory 
are more far-reaching than simply the 
election of thi- liepublican state ticket.

The nominal majority of 60.- 
000 usaally polled by that orKaiii/atiov 
in New York city has been oblitcratea 
and an opposition non-partisan majoi-irv 
of 10,000 to 46,000 has boeu piled up, 
making the net opposition guin more 
than 100,000. Never since 1871. tiio 
year in which the revelations ooncoru- 
ing the operations of Tweed were made, 
has there been such an opposition ar- 
rayed against Tammany, and the re- 
turns show that a severe blow has been 
struck at the foondAtion of the most 
powerful local piditioal orgsnlitkm in 
the coimtry.

" Boley " Price wai ahot and Inata&tly 
killed Tusaday aftomoon by Folieeman 

W. A. Ptockdalo. 

The tragedy occurred at Mr. Stock- 
dale'a home on the weat rida of Walnut 
street, between Second and Third, and 

was the result of a feud of lonp afanding. 

It had been predicted time and again 
that one or the other would sooner or 
later meet Juat aueh a (ate. 

The trouble between the two dated 
back nine or ten years, and originated in 
the shooting and wounding of Price in 
the leg by Mr. Stoekdale. This ahoot* 

ing occurred while the officer was trying 
to arrest Price for some ofTense. The 
w ound was not a serious one and Price 
soon recovered. ' 

Time, instead of cooling the bad feeling 

between the two, only added to the 
enmity and bittameaa. 
Two yaara ago laat aummar the men 

were the principals in another shooting 
afi'ray that came near resulting fatally to 
Mr. Stoekdale. Thia ahooting occurred 
at night at Mr. Stoekdala'a home. The 
Price re.sidence atandl near it, and " Bo 
ley" was returning home when the 
shooting took place. Each party claimed 
the other fired the flnt ahot The trial 
resulted in Prioa'B conviction and he 
was given a year in the penitentiary. 
An effort was made to secure a pardon 
for him bat thia was not suoeeaafuL 

He waa relaaaed from the penitentiary 
last .January and hail spent much of the 
time since then away from Maysville, 
returning home only a month or so ago. 
He was qalet and peacaabla «ioagh 
when sober, but liquor cra/ed him as it 
does so many others and made him a 
desperate man. Hia death and all hia 
troublea can be traced to strong drink. 

Yesterday afternoon he appeared at 
the Fifth ward polls about 2:30 and it 
could be seen that he was drinking and 
seeking trouble. He left shortly but re- 
turned in a few minntea. By thia time 
he was half crazed with liquor and filled 
the air with foul oaths, defying arrest, 
and telling the crowd they were afraid 
of him and they ail knew it. 

Some of bis friends saw his condition 
and begged him to (|niet down and go 
home. They iinaliy induced him to 
leave and soma of them started up atreet 
with him. 

"Well, if they get me, Freeman will 
lay me away," was one of his last re- 
marks as he left the crowd. About ten 
minutes later the report reaehad the 
crowd that he had been killed. 

Price had stopped at the Stoekdale 
home as be was passing it, and attempt- 
ed to kicked in tba door, and diet twice 
through the glaaa front. Mr. Buck Oinn 
had been trying to get him home and 
was aided by Price's father, Mr. Freeman 
Price, who had come up by this time. 
Tliey then get Price home, but the 
house was locked up, Mrs Price being at 
a neighbor's. The father started for the 
key, and while gone, " Boley " got away 
from Ginn and returned to the Stoekdale 
home, when the fatal shot waa fired. A 
shotgun loaded with buck-shot was the 
instrument of death. The charge struck 
Joat over the heart, and Price fell back 
dead in hia traoka. 

Mr. Stoekdale was standing in the 
hall of his reaidence when he fired the 
fatal shot. 

News of the tragedy soon attracted a 
great crowd to the scene. 

As soon as Chief of Police Oit reached 
the house, Mr. Stoekdale surrendered 
and waa taken before Jndge Phister. 
Hia examining trial waa aat for 10 a. m. 
Thursday and he was released under 
$3,000 bond signed by Messrs. Henry 
Ort, Simon Nelson and Joseph H. Dod- 
son. They and Mr. 0. B. Paaroe, Jr., 
and others volunteered to go on the bond. 

One of the shots tired by Price narrow - 
ly missed Miss Ella Stoekdale. She bad 
just cloaad the door when the ball 
crushed fhroogh the glass and lodged 
in anothar door at the rear and of the
